Manchac we found very high banks, which are called bluffs in that country, and the savage
tongue Istrouma which signifies Baton Rouge (Red Stick) because there is in this place a
reddened post, which the savages have placed to mark the division of the lands of the two
Indian nations, that of the Bayougoulas from which we came and the other about 30 leagues
higher than Baton Rouge, called the Oumas.” Some historians believe the red stick was a tall
red cypress tree stripped of its bark. Today, with the city of Baton Rouge the dominant center
of business, culture, education, and finance, the parish looks forward to more and more
prosperity.
